He 
also spent six years in traveling over the greater 
part of this country, gaining practical information 
in his profession at the different art centers. 



Possessing a comprehensive knowledge of the his- 
toric styles, and ability to harmonize these with the 
variedcondttions of contemporary art, both in design 
and coloring, his work can be relied on to produce 
harmonious artistic effects. 

He will make a specialty of interior decoration, 
iocluding the designing of furniture, carpets, dra- 
peries, mural decorations and architectural wood- 
work, and, taking into consideration his careful 
training as an art student, and his experience as a 
designer, together wiih the superior ability he pos- 
sesses as an artist, his success is a foregone con- 
clusion.

Such decorations are a part of the classic 
revival in decorative art that spread over Europe 
during the latter part of the eighteenth century, the 
mostfamous artists in this line of work being Caffieri 
and Gouthiere, whose work resembled the fine gold- 
smith's work of the Renaissance. 

With the present revival of French eighteenth 
century styles in furniture and furnishings, there 
has naturally arisen a revival of the gold bronze 
mountings of a century ago, and the American Ring 
Cjmpaay, of Waterbury, Conn., are manufacturers 
of this beautiful and highly ornate style of enrich- 
ment.

LITERARY NOTICES. 

" A Beautiful Flower Garden ; its Treatment, with 
Special Regard for the Picturesque." Written and 
embellished with numerous illustrations by F. 
Schuyler Matthews, with notes on practical flori-cul- 
ture by A. H. Fukes. Published by W. Atlee Bur- 
pee & Co., of Philadelphia. 
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Mr. Matthews is an artist who is fond of gardens 
and flowers, and his enthusiasm for the flower gar- 
den is the origin of the work before us. Mr. Mat- 
thews believes that the chief beauty of the garden 
should lie in its plant colors and plant forms, and 
not in the symmetry of its beds and borders ; and he 
believes that the best way to make our gardens look 
truly beautiful is to use the simplest and most na- 
tural methods for the display of its flowers. This 
little volume covers this point completely, as far as 
the most available and simple means will go. His 
idea is that we should pay more attention to the 
flowers themselves and less to the place in which 
they are planted, making a study of the arrange- 
ment and color and form the source of the garden's 
beauty. 

There are six full-page half-tone illustrations, rep- 
resenting garden scenes, and an unlimited number 
of smaller sketches scattered through the text. 
Plans are given of gardens And landscape gardening 
•is tUscussed, reference being made to -the- English, 
Italian and Japanese methods of arranging gardens. 
There is a chapter devoted to the discussion of color 
harmony. The color effects to be obtained from 
such flowers as red carnations, yellow wild mustard, 
lemon yellow marigolds, African marigolds, scarlet 
runners, golden yellow chrysanthemums, blue bach- 
elor's buttons, golden orange daffodils, and a ho&t 
of other flowers, are the paint-box by which the artist 
develops most enchanting harmonies. 

There are pictures of rustic bridges, Japanese 
dragon! filled with nasturtiums, painted seats, rustic 
gate6, terrace steps, pedestals, and other garden fur- 
niture, all beautifully illustrated. When one con- 
siders the endless variety of flowers within reach of 
the amateur gardener, and the necessity that arises 
for a vast amount of study as to how' best to make' 
use of the different species, with a view of obtaining 
the most artistic effects possible, such a work as " A 
Beautiful Flower Garden" becomes an absolute 
necessity for bringing order out of chaos. What to 
plant, when to plant, how to plant, and how to take 
care of garden flowers is the burden of its discourse. 
The author has happily excluded dry botanical dis- 
sertations on the various plants mentioned in the 
work, and holds steadfastly to his subject, which is 
essentially the aesthetic beauty of the garden. Con- 
scientious attention is given to simple art principles, 
which become surprisingly simple when once pointed 
out, but which we are apt to overlook without so 
desirable a guide as " A Beautiful Flower Garden."
